Fie shot one, wounded t h e , 
other but it fled. 
Wells examined the flock and 
found the dogs had killed nine 
ewes and lambs outright, while 
two others had to be killed be­ 
cause they were so badly m uti­ 
lated. 
A few days before sheep kill­ 
ing. the Wells’ dog. a spaniel, was 
badly torn in a fight early one 
morning. 
Wells said he believed

protect the sheep from the two 
stray dogs. 
It was reported from other farms 
in the vicinity that the two large 
and vicious dogs were seen lurk­ 
ing in the v ic in ity 
At one farm 
the cattle were worried by dogs.
